deftiOftftraced J for Mankind are daily cxhibit- 
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ing full proof of this Aflertion^ that in tke 
Flejh dwelletb no good thing. But if Man z% 
firft was very good, and every thing that was 
made in the jfix Days Creation was pro«- 
nounced by God to be equally fo, the great- 
eft and moft extreme change muft have hap- 
pened fince that Period ; for inftead of every 
thing now being very good, . there is nothing 
without a mixture of Evil. 

But can we not by examining the Account 
of the Creation, as given us by Mofes^ tho' 
fliort, inyeftigate this matter? In the jfix 
P^ys Creation eyery thing after its kind was 
pronounced by God himfelf to be very good. 
The Earth, Mofes tells us, brought forth 
Grafs, the herb yiefding feed, and the fruit tree 
yielding fruit after, his kind, whofefeed was in 
itfe(f, and Godfav) that it was good. Gen . i . i ? ^ 
But takenQtice, Chap. ii. 5. the Earth is faifi 
^o want Tillii^g. — What could caufe this? 
Could it not now bring forth as it did in the 
thiird Days Creation ? No ; we are told that 
it wanted Tilling, an4 that there was not a 
Man to till the Ground. ^--Not a man to till 
the Ground ! What was become of Adam ? 
Coul4 not he who bad Dominion over the Fijb 

. . of 
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ef the Seat the Fowls of the Air, the Cattle, 
aver all the Earthy and every thing that creeps 
etb on the Earth. Gen. i. ^6. Could not he 
till the Ground ? No ; he was not formed {oz 
manual Labour ; for Tillage implies Toil, 
Fatigue and Sweat of the Brow. Adam was 
created in the Image and Likenefs of God, ft 
State as far fuperior to Tbir and Labour, aa 
the Angelic is to the Human. Confider^{zy% 
Chrift Jefus, the Lilies of the Fields bow they 
grow, they toil not, neither do they Jpin, and 
yet I fay unto you, that, even Solomon in all bi^ 
Glory was not arrayed like onie ofthefe. Matt< 
^ vi* 2 8 . Labour and Toil belong cinly^ to hur 
sian Nature. ----But how came there then £o 
great an Alteration in the Earth as to want 
to be tilled ? and alfo why did it .want a Man 
to till it ? Certainly a. great change had taken 
place in the Earth, and ii:^^ had not!pfe-i 
fer^ed it in that good State in which it wa$ 
crtated by God.'

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Natures. But the ftrongcft Proof we have 
of this is Adam's own words ; for he declares, 
that the Woman, or feniale Nature, was 
taken out of him.

Suppofe 
Darknefs univcrfal to take place in this world, 
and the Light to viiit us no more, would not 
all things inftantly be thrown into a confuf- 
cd, chaotic State ? Is it then contrary to rea- 
fon to fuppofe, that this was really the Cafe 
with Satan s kingdom, and that God by his

zled themfelves about the creation of the worfd and Man ; 
but laying aiide a creation out of Nothings or from Atoms, 
and allowing that God took the T^Mms of Satan* s kingdom and 
formed out of them the world, which he gave to Adam^ we 
are furniflied with a Key to unlock the Scripture^ and to fee 
the Reafon why Satan is there called the Prince of this nvorldi 
why he has fo much power in it ; and why another Prince, the 
Prince o£ Peace, Cbrift Jefus, (hbuld take the place of the firft

jUam, when he fell, and be called tYkelaJtor/ecomi Adam^. to 
regenerate and canfe to be born again, the Children of the iirft 
Adam, that by fuch a new Birth, and divine nature, they may 
be capacitated to live for ever with him in his kingdom of Pa^ 
radife.—- Away then with all Conjectures. Let others, if they 
will, form Schemes of Salvation, or think that God, if he 
pleafed, could .fave as by any other way: Let them ftart Opi* 
nions, and write and preach to fupport them ; but if they will 
not wilfully fhut their eyes and reiiA the Truth, Ma/isvfiW in* 
form them, how Adam came to lofe his kingdom^ and how he 
became a Tiller of the'ground; and fo the reafon will appear 
why there was a neccffity for a fecond Adam to take the place 
of the firfl. 
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Light put an end to the cortfufion and difor- 
der he had brought into it, and fhut up the 
Darknefs and fo covered it with Light as to 
preveiit.it from being farther mifchievous j 
arid that, when this was done, he took the 
Materials of Satan's kingdom, and formed a- 
world out of them; and that wHen.he had. 
formed it, he placed a Prince and kuler over 
it,, and gave him, power to keep every thing 
in the good State, in which he had given it 
into his hands ? And tS Adam had ftood as ho 
was created, would he, or fliould we, have 
ever known the leaft Evil ? He was pronounc- 
ed very good at his Creation ; whatever there- 
fore came from him in this Static muft have 
been good alfo. But have not we his Chil- 
dren the fuUeft proof in ourfelves, that he did 
not continue in, but fell from, that high fta- 
tion, in which God placed him ? 

Now confidering things in this light, how. 
cafy is it to account for the Evil that began 
to make its appearance by little and little in 
Adam's kingdom, which he received from 
God in fuch a good State. The Earth want- 
ed noTillage when firft formed, for it brought 
Torth every thing in the moft perfe<fl State :

Now arofe out of 
the Earth a Mifly and watered the whole face 
of it 5 an incontrovertible Proof that evil ha4 
broke forth from its imprifonment ; for in 
Mifts there is fomething noxious.* - After 
this w;e are told that a Tree grew that had 
evilin it; a further proof that the evil,, fhut 
up in the earth, could not any longer be kept 
under. Now was A^m reduced to that 
State, that God in mercy divided his na- 
tures : for God created him male and female ^ 
of the female part he made a woman, and 
brought her to Adam; who, as foon as he 
faw her, faid ihe fhould be called Woman^ 
kecaufejhe was taken out of man. Whilft this

* Should not this appear clear to the Reader, let him con- 
£der the Plants of the Earth. Rain as well as it nqurifhes 
the goody nourifhes likewife the evil Plants : But was there 
jiothing evil or noxious in Rain how or by what means could 
it unite with and nourifh noxious Plants ?

no Man in Sleep retains his power/ Now 
when Evil had got into this new formed 
world, then he that caufed the Evil entered 
with it, and prefently followed that dreadful 
cataftrophe that compltated the ruin oiAdam. 

But what mercy do we fee in alLthefe fe- 
ver^l gradations. Two alterations took place 
in man after his firft creation ; and thefe al- 
terations appear to accompany him as he pro- 
ceeded in his Fall. When the Earth want- 
ed watering and tilling, (a plain indication 
that its firft good State was altered,) Mofes 
no more calls Adam the Image and Likenefs 
of God, hut fays, The Lord God formed Man 
of the Dujl of the ground*, a Difcovery that, 
(as there was no Man to^till the ground, and 
yet the ground would not give forth proper 
Suftenance for man without tillage) it was 
neceiTary to form man fo as to make him car 
pable of fuch toilfome and laborious work. 
This was the firft alteration, the fccond vras

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the jfeparatiott ofvWs two Natures to maka 
feifiaf €*pabk of peopling the world; for hi& 
£f ft givenppwer of multiplymg and replenifh-^ 
ing the earth with a good and hajppy Off^ 
fpring, was loft with his D,ivine Image or 
Nature, aiid could not be recovered. Safan. 
few this, and now fuppofed that he fhould 
fegaia his kingdom, and be once more an 
ibfol»te Lord and Rukr in it : But God 
fruftrated his intention by doing fomething 
for Adanir fimilar to what he did to the dif- 
ordered chaotic State of Satan s Kingdom: 
For as Satan s power to make more confu-» 
ifon and diforder was ftopped, and taken from 
him^ by God's faying Let there he Light -, fo 
Something of the like nature was done for 
our firft Parents, and rn them for the whole 
race of mankind, when God faid to the Ser^ 
pent, I will put Enmity between thee and the 
Woman^ and between thy Seed and her Seedy it 
Jhall bruife thy Heady and thou jhalt bruifs his 
Heel.

f Men who penetrate no deeper than the Surface of things, 
who know nothing of the woful Fall of Man^'nor how from 
the Image of Godlxt came to be a Tiller of the ground, fuppofe 
that Man comes into the world as free from blemiih> as ui^- 
fttllied Paper ; that Sin is only an Accident, fomething picked 
iip> and which may be thrown away at pleafure. But are 
Anger, Malice, Revenge and wrong Defire, Accidents? If 
they are not within us when born, how or by what means do 
all Mankind pofftfs them? WTien Murder is committed, from 
what ground doth it iflue, but from anger, malice, or re- 
venge ? Mo/es tells us that /'/ repented the Lord that he hadmad^ 
man, und it grieved him at his heart ; becaufc he/anv that e'uerjn 
Imagination of the thoughts of his heart ivas only e'vil continually. 
Gen, vi. c, 6. Bat does Mo/es here mean that thefe evil 
thoughts were accidents, .find that Man acquired th^m, and 
that they were not inherent in his heart ? The Heart, fays ^^^ 
remiah, is deceitful above all things, and defperately *wicked.

Now how clear and plain is the Similitude 
between what was done at firft to the con- 
• fufed chaotic State of Satan ^ Kingdom, and 
what was done to our firft Parents after their 
Fall! The Analogy is fo ftriking, that np 
difcerning Eye can avoid feeing it. The 
Evil or Darknefsy (which both fignify the 
fame) in the new formed world was internal, 
fhut up and covered by iht Light. The 
Evil, that Man wants to be fayed from,^ is 
internal, in his heart : From'thence it breaks 
forth, 4nd from thence is the world filled 
with thofe Crimes and Diforders,. that, com* 
paratively fpeaking, it appears a mere Chaos 
of Evil. But this Evil could not hurt man"

if he would ufe the remedy given him; it 
might always be kept under as the Darknefj; 
was kept under by the Light in the new form- 
ed World, But Man commits the fame fault 

" that 
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that Adam committed ; he fuffers the Evil 
to errflave him. We have in our'hands God's 
moft merciful information that Jefus Ghriji 
was given to us tofave us from our Sins;, but 
too many pay no attention to it, and are to- 
tally indifferent anA regardlefs ahout it.--- 
When ye/us was in the flefli and cbnverfant 
with the Jews, tho' they faw all nature obe- 
dient to his voice, yet would tliey not be- 
lieve, but gave the Credit of his Miracles to 
the Devii, wliich made him complain and 
fay to them, Te wiH not come unto me^ tisat 
ye might have life I And may he not at this 
day make the fame complaint ? Arc not man- 
kind as averfe as ever, if not more fo, to re- 
ceivc with thankf ulnefs the Remedy given 
them? We indeed fee evil' break forth more 
and more in the world and are ftrudc with 
aftonifhment at its amazing increafe, and en- 
deavour by every human "Contrivance t* ftop 
its progrefe r But atll in vain: Without me ^ 
fays yefusy ye cah do nothing. John xv. .^^ 
Evil gains ^ound upon trs as it did upqn 
jidam in his kingdom, until at length the di- 
vine Light departed from iiim. And if ^^- 
Jfits €hrijfy the Light of the world, be rejeift-. 
cd by -us. Evil will continue to break forth 

from 



from the hearts of Mqn, and. to incrcafe un* 
til it brings on Anarchy and Confufion^ It 
muft, it will be fp : Nothing can conquer 
and overconxe Darine/s, but Light. 

Many conceive that a Remedy might be 
found in Education. ? If Evil wias no power. 
I pretend not to fay how far Education might 
anfwer the End in Queftion : But whilft the 
power of Evil exifts withirt the heart of Man, 
no Exertion of men oM avail to deftrdy it. 
Education may polifh th0 putfide; and make 
fine Gentlemen ; it may furniih every exter- 
nal Accompliihmcnt, butrciui il'^irltdicfate 
Murder from the Heart;? Now is it not conti- 
nually feen, and has" not exp^ri^nce fuffici- 
ently taught us; that the kigher Men are in 
their own EAeem, and the higher the No- 
tions they entertain of what is' called the Ho- 
nour of a Gentleman, the more ready they 
are to revenge a fuppjofedi Wrong, and to de- 
liberately fend a challenge^ and commit mur- 
der« Has the fin^ft Education yet put a ftop 
to this? Does it teach it^ PupiUwhenfmit^ 
ten on the one Cheek to turrt therother. ta lihc 
Smiter? No: fo far from it, that if if does

Learned men who love to 'go out of the com- 
mon path, who can create a world out of 
Jiothihg, who raife difficulties and pretend 
to ahfwer them, that their wifdonj may be 
held in the higher Eftee^n, may indeed ob- 
jeft to what I have faid, but they cannot pof- 
fibly overthrow it. — Had our firft Reform- 
ers raiied their building on this foundation, 
fheir work would have been as durable and 
unifhaken as the Scriptures, but they built, 
if I may Ipcak in the Prophet*s Phrafe, with 
untempered Mortar. What one raiitd up 
another threw down. Zuinglius could not 
unite with Luther y nor Luther with Zuin^ 
glius. Yet both were ferious men, and both 
preached Ckriji J^fu^^ But much is to be 
faid for them, becaufe, of the tin>es in which 
they lived. They found the Truth buried 
deep under heaps of popifli trumpery and 
Tubbifhi and fpent: too mjich time in attempt- 
ing to remove them | but had not the^ civil 
power united to fupport their caufe, in all 
probability it would have fallen to the ground:
